in the fleet budding program. 
The war department cleared the 
Allied way yesterday by releasing 
for export three of the air corps 
newest pursuit ships, all credited 
with speed of 400 miles an hour or 
better. The planes are designed to 
prey on raiding 
bombers 
and to 
fight off any faster craft accom ­ 
panying them. 
The action promised ail end to 
the Allied delay in placing an esti­ 
mated $1,000,000,000 order for about 
8.000 American military planes and 
13.000 engines. The contracts had

classed by the enemy by the time 
mass deliveries began a year hence.

this over to th** exclusive use of the 
auto mechanics classes. 
But. as the study of automotives 
broadened into a still more popular 
course in general shop work, even 
he 
special 
building 
became 
too 
small to handle all the equipment 
used in Class work 
School authorities were aware of 
this difficulty when plans for a new 
wing on the High school building 
were draw'll up and approved by the 
voters. As a result, plans were made 
to house the general shop work 
classes in new and larger quarters 
ill the new wing 
Today the general shop course, 
now known as metal industries since 
metallurgy and several other fields 
have been added ta the curriculum, 
occupies two rooms on the basement 
floor of the new wing 
The larger of the two rooms, con­ 
taining shop equipment used by 
students in gaining practical experi­ 
ence in the course, is called the 
metal industries laboratory. 
It is 
here that most of tile class work is 
done. 
Adjoining 
the 
laboratory 
Is 
a 
planning room equipped with IO 
portable drawing tables, reference 
library and the instructor's desk. 
Equipment used in the various 
units of the course has either been 
purchased by the school or con­ 
structed by the students, who are 
assigned a definite project once 
they have selected the field in which 
they desire to study. 
Since the Inception of the course 
last fall, students of metallurgy 
have constructed heat treating and 
melting furnaces, are now building 
a forge furnace. 
Samples of some or tne work done 
by students in the course are dis­ 
played in a glass-front wall case 
outside the laboratory. 
Safety methods in class room 
work are continually being stressed. 
Special instruction iii first aid in 
given during the first week of the 
course, while safety methods are 
impressed upon students through­ 
out the year. 
The present enrollment, limited 
to Juniors and Seniors, is about 55 
boys, divided into two classes. S tu ­ 
dents may take the course two 


years, studying advanced work and 
becoming shop foremen 
in their 
second year. 
Key man in the metal industries 
, set-up Is E. A Englehart, a Salem 
I High school teacher for 14 years 
who, when not occupied with school 
work. takes a keen interest in out­ 
door sports, numbering hunting and 
fishing among his favorite pastimes. 
Englehart 
has 
enthusiastically 
entered into metal industries work, 
devoting much of his spare time to 
development of the course and im ­ 
proving his knowledge of the sub­ 
jects he teaches by visiting local 
industrial 
plants 
and 
dismissing 
problems with experts in the vari­ 
ous fields. 
Englehart came to Salem in 1926 
as instructor in mechanical draw- 
j ing 
and 
woodworking. 
He 
still 
teaches* mechanical drawing along 
: with metal industries, but was re ­ 
lieved of the woodworking assign­ 
m ent in 1931 when his auto m e­ 
chanics course began to branch out. 
Englehart was named instructor 
in auto mechanics when tile course 
was founded in 1930. has been an 
j im portant factor in broadening the 
i scope of the course to its present 
status. He credits much of the de­ 
velopment of the coulee to cooper­ 
ation and assistance received from 
E. S. Kerr, superintendent of Salem 
schools, and the board of education,
